She did not want a doctor, said 
she'd get around; had a doctor yesterday; 
I tended her all night; had Dr. Farmer 
yesterday and to-day. 
Saw her alive 


last some time thia afternoon. She was 
not dead just after dinner when I went 
for Holman juet after dinner, but was 
deod when 1 «ot baok. I gave her water 
last night. Gave her whitky last a week 
ago. Think she'd had too much whisky 
wnen 8he first, name. I gave her gruel; 
that was all 1 could do. She could eat 
m.thing. I bought some fish for her. She 
ate a little. Sue ate a little oysters. 1 
have had a little whisky. Last Friday I 
gave her the gruel. Part of it ia there 
now. She did not vomit any and did 
not take any medicine. She didn t ask 
for any. I would have gotten it. She 
WHS alive about 1 o'olook when I wa§ at 
Holman's. Tbe last time she spoke was 
Sunday. She rambled in her talk two or 
three days bt-fore that. 
Dr.M H. Farmer:—Found note at my 


office to see her shortly after 1 yesterday. 
I found the old lady under the influence 
of alcohol. 
She opened her eyes and 


mutterfd, but could not speak distinctly. 
The old man said he had given her 
whisky in a teaspoon and she had been 
drunk some time. 
He was drunk him- 


self. I told him lo come to my offlon for 
medicine.

foundly drnnk yesterday and did not 
think she was in worse condition than 
others I have seen in same circumstances.

Dirt 
not have any medicine with me when 1 
first called. 


The verdict w&s that deceased oame to

Fireman Warboy's Theory as 


to Its Oause. 


He Believes That Engineer Bouch- 


ard Was Stricken With Heart 


Disease Before the Crash 


Came. 


Efer since the wreck occurred at Alla- 


din. some time ago, the railroad men 
have been puzzling their heads to find 
some reasonable excuse for the terrible 
disaster. Well posted men who have 
been connected with railroads for years 
ara dissatisfied with the theory given by 
the general manager of the Wabash, 
which was to the effect that the engineer 
was fog rattled and had lost his bearing;. 
However, it is a subject that has been 
discussed u great deal by railroad men, 
and just now it is the topic of conversa- 
tion among all classes of them from the 
President to the train boy. Fireman 
Warboy, 
who was 
on 
the engine 


with 
Bouchard, 
who 
was 
killed 


when the wreck occurred, has now given 
his opinion of the uiiiir, and it is as SPU- 
aational as it is startling. 
Yet it is a 


plausible theory under the circumstance?, 
and by railroad maa it is accepted as the 
only reasonable exonsn for the wreck- 
The fireman says he thinks the engineer 
was dead long before the wreck occurred; 
After the tram loft Hulls the engineer 
put his head out of the window, ami from 
there until the time of the accident he 
made no move whatever that the fireman 
could see. He thought this strange, tor 
it is hardly probable thnt a man would 
ride such a distance with his head out of 
the window, so cold a night as that. The 
fireman, however, said nothing to the en- 
gineer. Had ha done so the frightful 
accident might have been averted, and 
seven lives saved. Boiicburd was known 
to have been affected with heart disease, 
and once before he had been picked up 
for dead. 
Knowing these facts it is 


quite probable that the fireman's idea is 
the correct one. 
Thnt he thrust his 


head our out ot the window, lug heart was 
suddenly affected and he died right 
there.

engineer with his head out of the window, 
his fireman at his side all iinoonsniuns at 
his su perior's terrible fate, and the train 
speeding away like lightning, wiih no 
hand to check it, to the fearful catastro- 
phe.

certainly as competent to form nn opin- 
ion as any one. 
He has advanced this 


belief, und the railroad men lira discuss- 
ing it widely and accepting it generally 
as the only solution that hee yet been 
advanced which in any way accounts for 
the awful disaster.
